THREE SIGHTS 

The SPAS 12 is equipped with a fixed front post' sight and two fixed 
rear sights; a iarge aperture (peep) for firing buckshot or birdshoJ 
shells, and a "U" notch for firing rifled siugs. The oversize aperture 
allows fast target acquisition and sight aiignment. The "U" notch at 
the bottom of the aperture is for more precise aiming with slugs, ond 
it lowers the impact point since siugs tend to hit high if you center 
the front sight in the targe aperture.

You should never handle a gun oorelessly 
and assume that it won't fire just because the "safety is on”.

Always emph/ guns before entering a house, car, truck, boat RV, camp or 
any building, 

Never ieave a loaded gun unattended. 

Store guns and omiriunition separoteiy beyond the reach of children. 

DOM'T DROP VOUR GUN. ff it falls it may fire everr with the safety on, If you 
do drop it, uri^lpad It and check if it works cdrrectly before using if again. 

B© sure of your iarget and backstop before you shoot. 

When receiving a gun always open the action and check that Ifs unlooded. 

It your fl rear mi has seen a lot of use. don't forget, Just like any mechanical 
device, parts may wear Since □ firearm could become darigerous and 
even fire unexpectedly with worn parts, you should have your gun checked 
by our factory or a good gunsmith regularly. 

Guns and alcohol or drugs don't mix, Don't take them beforp pr durhg shoot- 
ing activities. 

Never pull a gun towards you by the muzzle. Dobt climb a tree or cross a 
fence or ditch w\h a loaded gun.
